Ile has had much experience 
with cotton, and his opinions are valuable.

Shocking Death of Father B. J. 


Spalding. 


A Painful Calamity —The City in M — 
Heart-Rending : artioulars of the Accident. 


‘We are deeply pained to announce the 
death of Father B. J. Spalding of our city. 


from accidental burning. The particulars |. 


of the terrible affair are as follows: 

It has been the custom of Father Spald- 
ing to keep a gas-light, with a sliding tube. 
burning in his bed room over night. It 
seems that at about 1 o'clock yesterday 
morning the tube slipped down and came 
in contact with the musquito bar. In a 
few moments the bed clothing caught. and 
when Father Spalding awoke his night 
clothes were in flames. He managed to 
extinguish the fire on his person, but not 
only until his flesh was shockingly burned. 
In his terrible agony, he rushed into his 
bath room adjoining, and bathed in cold 
water, which had the elfect of intensifying 
his sufferings. Father Donchet, hearing 
his groans, hastened to the room. and found 
the clothing burning rapidly. He at 
once threw them out of the window, and 
checked the fire... Father Spalding’s night 
clothes were burht nearly off him, and he 
was writhing in ageny. He was wrapped 
in a sheet and medical aid promptly sum- 
moned, but before the arrival of the doc- 
tors he became frantic with pain, and a se- 
cond time immersed himself in the bath- 
tub. 

On the arrival of the phy$icians, the 
proper remedies were applied tor his relief, 
but to no purpose. He lingered in great 


death relieved him of his suffering. Ilis 
resurt to water, nu doubt, caused the fatal 
result. 

The announcement of his death last 
evening, and the terrible manner in which 
it happened, cast a gioom over the whole 
city, and there was mourning on every 
hand. The church bells solemnly toHed. 
and hundreds of our citizens, bowed in 
deep grief, repaired to the residence of 
Father Spaulding, adjoining the Cathedral, 
to mingie their sorrows with the bereaved 
relatives of the great and good man. The 
Cathedral was lit up and the throng uni- 
ted in prayer for the peaceful repose of the 
soul of their beloved priest. 

The Very Rev. B. J. Spalding was born 
in Marion county, Kentucky, in the year 
Isll. When quite young he, with his 
brother, the present Archbishop of Balti- 
more, Was sent to St. Mary’s College. then 
recently established under the presidency 
of the jate Rev. Wm. Byrne. He after- 
wurds entered the Diocesan Seminary, 
then established at Baltimore, where he 
remained for several years. In 1832 he 
was sent to Rome, where he finished 
his ecclesiastical studies in the col- 
lege of the Propaganda. He returned to 
Bardstown in 1836 or 1837. where he filled
